NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Gold discovered in the Big Horn 


mountains. 


Five cases of yellow feyer in Mem- 


phis yesterday. 


Newark, New Jersey, elects a Demo- 


cratic Mayor. 


Spain is perplexed over the Cuban 


emancipation schemes. 


The British are prosecuting the Af- 


ghan campaign with energy, 


Von Moltke says the military defences 


of Alsace-Lorraine need strengthening.

One happened yesterday near 
Cleveland, by which a number of per- 
sons were injured. 


Further news from the Ohio and 


Iowa elections confirm the news of the 
Republican majorities. The Legislature 
of Ohio is doubtful, with the chances in 
fnvor of Republicans. 


Mrs. Cynthia Hodgdon, the San Fran- 


cisco abortionist, was convicted in the 
Fourth District Court- of murder in the 
second degree, causing the'death of Mrs. 
Emma Downes by malpractice. 


OHIO AND IOWA. 


The returns from Tuesday's election 


indicate' that in Iowa the Republican 
majority over both the Democratic and 
Greenback ticket will be 25,000, a gain 
of 27,000 over two years ago, and 16,000 
over last year. The victory in Ohio is 
greater in proportion than in Iowa. 
Foster and the entire Republican State 
ticket is elected by nearly 20,000 and 
the Legislature is also believed to be 
Republican. The Chairman of the Re- 
publican Committee claims the election 
of 23 out of 35 Senators and 70 out of 
114 Representatives. 
The vote 
for 


Hayes as Governor in 1875 was 297,817 
for President in 1876 he received 330,- 
698 votes. In 1877 West, Republican 
polled only 249,105 votes, a great falling 
off; and last year the Republican vote 
reached 
only 
274,190, twenty-three 


thousand less than Hayes in 1875 one 
fifty-six thousand less than Hayes ii: 
1§76. Again, in 1885, Hayes beat Allei 
by 5,544 majority; in 1876 he beat Til- 
den by 7,516 votes, and his majority 
over all in the State was 6,380. In 1877 
the Democrats beat West, Republican, 
for Governor by 22,520 votes; but the 
Republicans lacked 56,957 of equalling 
the combined vote against them, which 
was a loss of over 63,000 votes in a year. 
Last year they beat the Democrats, but 
they still lacked 50,860 votes of a clear 
majority over all. In view of these fig- 
ures the election of Foster, and gain of 
a United States Senator, is a great im- 
portance for the Republicans, and with 
the shouts of triumph echoed from 
Maine, California and Iowa, will be cer- 
tain to greatly influence the contest in 
New York. The Ohio election is a dis- 
astrous one not only for the Democracy 
of that State, but of the country. It is 
the handwriting on the wall that they 
have lost the confidence of a large mass 
of voters, and that dissolution and 
death is certain in 1880. The extra 
session plainly indicated that the De- 
mocracy, reorganized and reestablished 
in power, only obtained control to abuse 
it, to betray it, and to expose to the 
people its utter incapacity and want of 
fidelity and loyalty to the cause of coun- 
try. The doctrine of State's rights was 
beaten dowu on the field of battle by the 
Republican party, and that is the doc- 
trine which it will trample down in the 
dust in the campaign of next year. 
The nation looks with hope to its intel- 
ligent administration of affairs in the 
future, well knowing it is the only party 
deserving of National success. Success 
to it in every coming election through- 
out the land. 


Another transcontinental line is talked 


of. An extension of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad from its pres- 
ent Western terminus, Vinita, in the 
Indian lerritory, to n point in New 
Mexico about six hundred miles distant, 
has been planned and will shortly bo 
carried out. Judge Baker, the vice pres-

In connection with the decision of 


Archbishop Wood that the Grand Array 
of the Republic does not come within 
the regulations of the Catholic Church 
touching 
secret 
organizations 
the 


following extract from a speech deliver- 
ed by General James McQuade, the 
commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of the State of New York, is 
pertinent and timely. The speech was 
delivered at Ithaca in July last and sets 
forth concisely the nature and object of 
the organization known as the Grand 
Army of tho Republic. 
Following is 


the extract: 


There has been a widespread miscon- 


ception of the aims and objects of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, growing 
out of persistent misrepresentation on 
the one band and 
on 
the 
other 


of suspicious ignorance, which, unable 
to pierce the thin veil of mystery that 
envelops the Order, clothes it with at- 
tributes which it does not possess. It 
is true the Grand Army of tho Republic 
is, to a certain extent, ft secret society, 
but it is secret only so far as it is neces- 
sary to guard against the intrusion of 
the nnaffiliated; its purposes are open 
and explicit, and there is no effort to 
conceal them. It is organized after tlie 
military form of a post or encampment, 
with a commander and subordinate offi- 
cers, and the only secret is in the 
nature of a countersign, such as is em- 
ployed in the army, to prevent entrance 
without proper authority. We are will- 
ing that the whole world should know the 
objects of the Order, and, indeed, pub- 
licity is highly beneficial as serving to 
remove 
unfounded 
prejudice. 
The 


Grand Army of the'Republic—and I 
desire to state this emphatically and 
without reservation—is not, as has been 
asserted, a political organization. It 
has no connection with partisan poli- 
tical parties, and, although I cannot but 
admit that at times there has been some 
color given to the charge of political 
interference by the unadvised action of 
a fe\v of its members, any attempt to 
use it for partisan purposes would be a 
violation of its principles. In the field 
the soldiers never asked the man fight- 
ing by his side what were his politics; so 
on the part of the Grand Army the 
right of every comrade to vote as he 
pleases is never questioned. When I 
say that there may have been unworthy 
attempts to use the order for partisan 
purposes, I must add that such efforts 
have always failed, for they are repug- 
nant to the spirit of toleration which is 
one of the distinguishing characteristics 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The principles of our Order, which ore 
incorporated in the constitution and 
formulated in the ritual, are fraternity, 
charily and loyalty. We fraternize with 
all deserving soldiers and sailors, wheth- 
er members of the Order or uonaffiliated. 
We are not organized to keep nlive the 
hates and contentious of an unhappy 
conflict, nor to tear open the wounds 
now happily closed by the healing touch 
of time, but to maintain the close ties 
of friendship born on the battlefield, to 
be good comrades in peace as we were 
faithful soldiers in war. 


CHARITY FOB All.. 


The charity inculcated is "not in the 


restricted sense of beneficence 
and 


alms-giving alone, but is intended to ex- 
press the principle in its broadest and 
most comprehensive sense. We are not 
vindictive, but are willing to forgive in. 
juries and condone wrongs in repentance. 
The man who has heard the spiteful 
humming of rifle balls and the malig- 
nant sreecbing of shells, who has seen 
a comrade fall by his side, has his mind 
enlarged, becomes broad souled, gener- 
ous, tender, chivalrous, compassionate 
and charitable. The men who shared 
the contents of haversack and canteen 
with a wounded foeman, who traded 
coffee for tobacco surreptitiously with 
the enemy on picket, arc not apt to be 
mean and malicious toward their van-i 
finished opponents. It is not the brave 
soldier who, after having borne the 
brunt of the battle, sinks on his arms 
in valorous exhaustion, that roams over 
the field to despoil und insult the dead. 
It is the camp follower or straggler who 
prowls under the shade of night in his 
predatory course and becomes valiant 
after the fight is over and tho danger 
passed. We have no quarrel with the 
dead. Only the barbarian mutilates the 
slain. The loyalty of the ^members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic has 
been tested on many a stricken field. It 
is not the spurious, loudvoiced lip \oy- 
alty of assertion that bus brought re- 
proach upon a word that ought to be 
held in highest reverence, but the prac- 
tical loyalty that stands, sword in hand, 
nJ the portal of the Temple of the Union 
to smite him who would invade its sa- 
cred precincts to deface and destroy, It 
was said by a great cynic that patriotism 
is the last refuge of a scoundrel', and it 
is true that the term "loyally" has been 
so besmirched by knaves and pretenders 
that there is some excuse for the sar- 
casms heaped upon it. But it is a noble 
word and embodies the noblest princi- 
ples, and I have no patience with those 
who, because of its perversion by selfish 
and designing persons, cover it with 
sneers and contumely. It would be a 
sorry day for this country when the 
word "loyalty" was only used to point 
a jest.
